Is seems that everyone on campus is beginning 
to agree with this view more and more. Plans are 
now being formulated by the ASA to draw the en¬ 
tire student body into this project and give every 
club the same amount of responsibility as well as 
an opportunity to enjoy the satisfaction. 

But little good can this change do for our civic 
pride if all the students are not willing to cooperate 
and serve on the committees to which they are ap¬ 
pointed—all students would do well to be ready, be¬ 
cause in the near future they may be called upon to 
pool their time, talents and energy to make this 
year’s float a winning float. 


CAMPUS LEADER SELECTION QUESTIONED 

UTMB is an institution undergoing rapid chang¬ 
es. Enrollment is increasing, social organization 
among students is changing rapidly with the com¬ 
ing of Greek letter groups involving both men and 
women students. New degree programs and cours¬ 
es of study are being added. 

All of these changes will inevitably bring about 
still further changes. One of the areas in Which a 
change seems to be indicated is in the method of 
selecting our campus leaders. It seems that a new 
way of selecting candidates whose names will ap¬ 
pear on the ballot needs to be found. 

One point of view is that some worthy students 
with proved leadership qualities are not being con¬ 
sidered under the method which has been used for 
a number of years. Heretofore, only the names of 
the top three officers of all the clubs have appeared 
on the list of candidates. Many capable leaders on 
campus may never serve their clubs and fellow stu¬ 
dents by filling one of these three offices. Many 
work behind the scenes and receive little recogni¬ 
tion for their efforts. 

This is not to say that persons selected in the 
past as campus leaders have not been worthy of 
the honor. But there are others on campus just as 
qualified. 

The general opinion of a large number of stu¬ 
dents on campus seems to be that there needs to be 
a change to bring about a fairer method of selec¬ 
tion. There has been much discussion about this 
topic in the past several weeks following the recent 
campus leader election. 

Many plans have been discussed in an effort to 
find a way to make up a more effective ballot. Per¬ 
haps, as has been suggested by one student, two 
elections could be held. In the first election each 
student would submit his nominations for the cam¬ 
pus leader list. The second election would follow at 
which time each student would have an opportunity 
to make his selection from the composite list of 
names turned in by all the students. 

But this, too, presents a problem. In order to ar¬ 
rive at the solution by this or any other means, it 
would require the vote of a large majority of stu¬ 
dents on campus. 

So goes the problem. In an effort to iron out one 
problem, often two new problems appear. If any¬ 
one has a suggestion that might lead to the solu¬ 
tion, we feel quite sure the ASA council would like | 
to hear about it.

To Be Different 

“Variety WAS the spice of 
life. 

“Obviously the students ... 
feel rather strongly that eve¬ 
ryone should conform to the 
same ideas and ideals. In fact, 
one immediately places him¬ 
self in the danger zone if he, 
for one minute, acts or thinks 
differently from h i s associ¬ 
ates. 

“For example, if a student 
desires to be alone for a short 
time to think over problems 
or to simply relax from his 
‘mad house o f abode’, he 
might choose to retreat to a 
quiet corner, alone. However, 
he surely is taking chances on 
being the number one sub¬ 
ject for the Psychology De¬ 
partment. 

“Right away he is termed 
‘weird’, ‘way out’ or ‘mentally 
off’, and is either reported as 
a mental case or possibly 
shunned by people who fear 
his unusual behavior. Plans 
get under way for delving in¬ 
to the basic reasons for his 
actions, and experiments are 
in the making to achieve nor¬ 
mality. 

Likewise, a student can 
briefly express disapproval of 
certain characteristics of the 
opposite sex, and, without the 
passing of another minute, is 
termed an ‘odd ball’, ‘sex per¬ 
vert’ or any other derogatory 
term. 

“In the same sense, one has 
but to mention that something 
is undemocratic, under hand 
ed or off-color, and he is peg¬ 
ged a communist. 

“The latter of these has be¬ 
come a major issue . . . and 
requires attention. The usage 
of the words communist and 
un-American seems to have 
become a fad which could be 
dangerous. . . 

“Let’s ignore these people 
who ‘rant and rave’ about the 
wonderfulness of communism 
and let them be The less said 
about them, the less publicity 
they receive and their purpose 
is defeated. Anyway, they fall 
right in line with all the beat¬ 
niks, hermits, odd balls and 
others who add spice to cam¬ 
pus life.”

Conservatism Is 
Variety of Views 

Circulation of a new month¬ 
ly newspaper, CAMPUS CON¬ 
SERVATIVE, staffed “by stu 
dents from every school in 
Mississippi”, is reported t o 
have extended as far away as 
Michigan State. According to 
Tom Rawlins, writing in the 
MISSISSIPPI COLLEGIAN 
aim of the publication is “put 
ting across the views of con 
servatives on college campus¬ 
es across America”. John Per¬ 
kins of Millsaps is editor. 


What is currently being la 
beled campus conservatism is 
a “mishmash” of views, as 
serts Carrol Hawkins, associ 
ate professor of political sci¬ 
ence at Michigan State. 

In an interview with John 
McGuire of the NEWS, Haw¬ 
kins chided the group for 
seeming to oppose progress, 
whereas the true conservative 
accepts the need for change 
and progress but always pla 
ces stress on prudence in the 
process. 

Among other characteristics 
listed by Hawkins as those of 
a real conservative are: belief 
that the common man is in¬ 
capable of guiding and assist 
ingf himself alone (for this 
reason the true conservative 
feels a sense of obligation to 
assist the “common” man, 
whom he considers less for¬ 
tunate); the goal of preserva 
tion of rights with responsible 
but limited government; and 
a strong religious belief. In 
sum, “The conservative has a 
special concern for property, 
reverence for tradition and 
but he dislikes narrow indivi 
dualistic ‘money makers’.” 

Hawkins scores the so^al 
led conservatives for not fur 
nishing the needed balance 
for our political system by 
challenging the existing gov 
ernment from the genuine 
conservative position; he does 
find at least one area of agree¬ 
ment with the group, howev 
er—the opinion that American 
college students are “... over¬ 
exposed to liberalism. And, 
unfortunately, they are so 
that they are appalled and 
miseducated i n high school 
helpless when they encounter 
liberal ideas in the universi¬ 
ty.”

Proclaims the UNIVERSITY 
DAILY KANSAN, University 
of Kansas, Lawrence, "With 
the advent of the Kennedy 
Point Four 'Peace Corps,’ the 
Silent Generation finally has 
a cause. And the cause is big 
enough to make those who 
have grumbled about the lack 
of ideals for which to fight sit 
down and deliberate for a 
good, long while . . . 

“It is an excellent idea and 
it would be the greatest Amer¬ 
ican shot for a sagging, weary 
world since the landing at 
Normandy. But . . . 

“It will call for a remark¬ 
able type of individual; a 
mass of them. The kind that 
hasn’t stepped forward too 
frequently in the past — the 
Cooleys, the Schweitzers and 
the others less renowned who 
have given their lives to the 
service of humanity. 

“For that is exactly what 
the plan is—living in a re¬ 
mote area, sometimes among 
the most primitive of people, 
eating the kind and quantity 
of food they do, working be¬ 
side the min the fields, and 
only receiving a token salary. 

’That’s not much. It’s at 
the opposite end of the rain¬ 
bow from what today’s aver¬ 
age student dreams of. But 
there must be some who do 
want something more than 
life in the rut. And for them 
the benefits from membership 
in the Peace Corps would be 
incalculable.” 

Warns the TUl.ANE HUL¬ 
LABALOO, “A chief danger in 
this program is that the young 
student, who is intrigued with 
the new or the unusual, can 
become captured by ideolo¬ 
gies which would turn him di¬ 
rectly counter to his original 
purpose, however strong his 
original intentions may have 
been.” 

Syracuse University DAILY 
ORANGE says: “It’s a won¬ 
derful idea — for somebody 
else. After all 1 don’t want to 
eat fish and rice i n Viet 
Nam.” ‘This,” says the edi¬ 
torial writer, “is frightening 
for it shows the advancement 
of a ’sleeping like a-dog-in-the- 
sun’ attitude, ripe for con¬ 
quest from without or, more 
likely, eventual decay from 
within.” 

Comments from foreign stu¬ 
dents at the University 0 f 
Minnesota were reported by 
the MINNESOTA DAILY. An¬ 
drew Jaja, Nigeria, sees the 
peace corps as “an important 
step to combat Communistic 
activities" and as “an import¬ 
ant idea because the students 
of today will be the leaders 
of their countries tomorrew.” 
Ram Gupta, India, suggested 
that corps personnel have 
their training period in the 
country where they will be 
working, in order to get a 
more realistic picture of con¬ 
ditions and that foreign stu¬ 
dents who have been in the 
United States also be recruit¬ 
ed. 

At Antioch College, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, the RECORD 
carried the warning of Geta- 
chew Belayneh from Ethiopia 
that, although the peace corps 
is a “ ’noble idea,’ the volun¬ 
teer must be aware of diffi¬ 
culties in being exposed to an 
entirely different culture, 
such as Ethiopia. 

" ’Briefing’ on the foreign 
culture is necessary before 
the American leaves this 
country, he said. ‘Also, the 
volunteer must evaluate his 
dedication to determine if he 
is reolly the type to go and 
work.’ ”
